' Schedules 



At a conference at the White l-.ouse 
today, it was definitely decided, that 
tho rate to beMevIod under tho now 
corporation tax: shall bo reduced from 
two to ono per cent, and re-draftlng 
tho measure ■ to meet various objec- 
tions that have been raised, due con- 
sideration shall bo given to the de- 
mands of the mu'aiul life insurance 
companies whose Income wouiu bo 
seriously affected by the -jax in its 
original form. 

President Tnft was the central fig- 
ure In a number of conferences todc.y, 
and Is living up to the prediction 
made many weeks ugo that in tho con- 
ference consideration on the tariff, he 
would actively lend his Influence to 
bringing about a conciliation of the 
differences between tho two houses. 

President Taft is In dally consulta- 
tion with the tariff conferees. Ho 
told several of bis callers today that 
he is finding the conferees concilia- 
tory, and he is hopeful that a satis- 
factory measure will be presented to 
him for his signature. The confer- 
ence report should be available, ac- 
cording to the president's Information, 
by the end of next week. 

Ah to tho mutual Insurances com- 
panies, it Is stated that the redrafted 
bill will provide that portion of the in- 
come may bo deducted before the tax 
on moneys available for dividend is 
assessed. It wiU be so arranged that 
tho ta.K will fall upon stockholders' 
profits, and allowances bo mE.do for 
annuities and other long term con- 
tracts which the companies have out- 
standing. ■ „ 

Senator Aldrlch, Attorney General 
WIckersliam, Senator Burrows, Sena- 
tor Smoot, Eepresontatlve Fordney 
and Speaker Cannon wero among 
those who discussed the tariff and 
tho corporation tax with the presi- 
dent today. Tho attorney general has 
been fairly overwhelmed with callers 
and with letters asking for Informa- 
tion about various features of tho 
measure. Tho president told his vis- 
itors today his position on n number 
of features of tariff iesislatlon. 
Conference at Work,' 

Proceeding along the lines oC least 
resistance, the tariff conferees made 
.satisfactory progress today, in spite 
of tho fact that the house members 
wero compelled to be absent much of 
tho time on account of the session of 
tho hoviae./^ Thus , far; however, tho 
amendnientaH agre.^d! 'ilpon ■ Ini cheml cal, 
earthenware, ' metal arid wood schod- 
•vilcs have been o.V minor Importance. 
Determined oppoiiitlo^ was shown by 
"the house conferees to the Increase 
from 1% to 2% cents a pound which 
the senate made on lead bullion, 
' Aii a result this schedule was held 
up, and consequently there has heen 
no settlement of th" amondmcnta to 
tho items in tlie chemical schedule, 
such as paints, tho 'basis of whlcl: Is 
lead. This furnishes a good example 
of tho manner In which the iconferecs 
havo proceeded. 

The paragraph relating to uloctric 
light carbons threatened to gtvo tho 
conferees trouble, and Its considera- 
tion was poobponed.

None of Mayor's Anti-Betting 
Resolutitin .Till Gouncil Gets 
J_egal Advice ' 



Whllo tho members of the city coun- 
cil showed no disposition to pass tho 
a-osoUvtlon submitted by the mayor 
anont tho question of betting at tho 
race meet thoy went so far as to 
decide to refer it to tho city barrister 
for the purpose of ascertaining just 
what status tho city has under tho 
agreement between the B. C. Agricul- 
tural Association and the Country 
club, tho latter agreement had heen 
first j'oforred to tho council and ap- 
pr'i'.ed. The stand taken by the coun- 
cil was to the effect that while the 
Country Club may or may not bo liv- 
ing up to thi; agreement relative to 
ho'ldintf of the grounds for tho pur- 
poses of a. race- meet, tho city should 
take no ."tops towards cancelling tho 
agreement and terminating the ten- 
ure of tho Country Club until tho city 
barrister has an opportunity of look- 
ing into tho matter. 

Mayor Hall's rusolutlon 'was as fol- 
lows: ... - 

"Whereas the Britialt^-»E;<3olumbia 
Agricultural' association: 'being the 
tenants on suffranco of tho agricul- 
tural fair grounds, liave permitted tho 
yso of tho grounds for continuous 
dally racing for GO days, of which 
30 days have expired; this exceeds 
tho originally contemplated pro- 
gramme. 

"And, whereas tho continuation of 
tho diUly racing in tho present mode 
wltVi tho attendant reprehensible and 
growing practice of extensive betting

rah, Thoy were there to point out 
the f.tct that betting is being indulged 
la at the Willows track and the con- 
sequent evils which are alleged to fol- 
low in tha train of gambling, the .bad 
effect on the young men and women 
of the city. Outside the rail wore a 
numher o£ horsemen and others who, 
whlleXthey did not take any part, in 
tho proceedings, listened to tho re- 
miarks with considerable interest. 

On tho" invitations of the m'ayor, 
Noalv Shakespeare, on behalf oC the

grounds that'"iSe'''agfe6meiit''betweeri 
tlie Country Club and the Agricul- 
tural Association has been violated in- 
asmuch that betting is allowed at the 
Wllows track. Judging from what he 
had heard on the street there mi'.st be 
a great deal of truth in tlie reports 
of betting. He doubted not but that 
the members of the council would be 
.surprised to learn that one of the city's 
pawnbrokers has refused to accept any- 
more pledges from persons who hjive 
been pawning tlieir valuables in order 
to aecure ' more money wlierewitli to 
continue their betting operations at 
tho race track. The local business 
men who at first believed that the 
holding of- thetii.race meet would bring 
a good f'Class^jbf tourists . here and 
thoro would ' bip.Jia consequent increase 
i'n the amount of money spent in lor 
gitimate channels, are now convinced 
that Instead, the race meet would .prove 
a serious detriment to the material 
and moral welfare of the city. He un- 
derstood that yoUng men who have 
been losing their money at the race 
track have been unable to meet thor 
obligations. Ho called upon the mayor 
and councl as custodians of the wel- 
fare of tho city to see that the betting 
evil is eliminated from their midst. 
Put End to Agreement 

■William Marchant believed that 
when the Country Club was granted 
permission to run the race meet It was' 
the belief that it would do Its ut^iost 
to conduct the event in the best possi- 
ble manor but evidently there Is some- 
thing In the sport of horse racing 
which lends Itself to a prevalence of 
gambling. These attendant evils havo 
■grown to such an p.xterit that any fur- 
ther permission to conduct the meet 
here phould be immediately refused, 
Men of all conditions would, he was 
sure, welcome any action o£ the coun- 
cil which would put a termination to 
the race meet. ' While a certain meas- 
-ure of success may be secured hy cer- 
tain classes of business, the business 
men of the city, a a -ivhole, are unani- 
mous In advocating the termination of 
the race meet. "Blasted lives," "ruined 
homes," "embezzled funds," "blasted 
characters," and "young girls ruined," 
wero some of the expressions used by 
Mn Marchant in describing the effects 
of the gambling mania which he- de- 
clared was now taking hold the 
young men and women -of the city. 

A. B. McNeil, in urging that tho coun- 
cil should terminate the tenure of the 
Oountrv Club to tho Willows track de- 
clared that oiily tho other day lie had 
seen young girls In their teens cal- 
culating on tho horses which they in- 
tended to bet upon and on the streets 
It basjbecomo an every day occurrence 
to' see-' young boys flguring on possible 
chances to make money by betting. 
These young persons, know-ing that tho 
city has aUo^vod tho Country Club to 
hold a race meet liere aro having their 
moral flbro warped by the action of tho 
council and -ttiey,;.-coi?cludo.^that foetting 
is proper. '''pf^Ip}fl:Ai^^-pi^>f;^: 
No 'Benefit' Fi-om Meet. 

W. H. Bono could only speak of what 
ho had heard. He had not been at the 
race track, and while he believed that 
those who constitute the Country Club 
aro men, highly esteemed and'ifmong the 
leading men of the- city, still it has been 
sliown that the meet has not resulted 
benellcially from the standpoint of 
either the material or moral welfare of 
tho young people of tho city. Collec- 
tions aro not as good now as they were 
a year ago,, and he understood that many 
other merchants aro experiencing the 
same state of affairs. 

It. Ii. Ii'rury was another who Imd 
not beon at tho rnoos but the ovU ef- 
fects of tho gambling allowed there had 
como straight homo to him for he had 
been appealed to to assist a young man 
who had betrayed his trust owing to 
losBBH at the race track. He declared 
that at no tlmo\wlthin tho past twenty 
yeans havo conditions in tha city been 
as demoralising as at . pranent. Whllo 
the members of tho Country Club may 
be, and ha believed they are, emineptly

Now tho suffragettes -are 
often alluded to as ladies, and this has 
been brought about by their courage In 
facing ridicule, abuse, and mlsreproscn- 
tafion, 

"Votes for \vomen," eoneUided Jiiss 
JlcJIilla i, Is one of the planks of the 
Interntitional council of women. We, 
as a body are working towards that 
end, an end wlileli is within mensurable 
reaeb ot attainment." 

l\ilss fnu-ystabel McMillan Is secre- 
tary of the committee, rP))resenl lug the 
different Scottish women's councils, 
which was formed with the specific 
iniiposo of watching Scottish interests. 
Mlas Ott do Vrlos 

Miss Ott do Vries, of Amsterdam, Is 
,a lady who is very proud of tlie land 
where, good as oondltlniis are, .she 
thinks they would be still better If the 
rnotliers as well as the fathers nssi,.iieil 
in ma.king the laws. The women would 
have had the franchise if tlie la.st gov- 
ernment, had eontiniicd in jiower. 

AV'onien in Holland have always had 
access to the .universities and can en- 
ter any profession tliey wish. Miss lie 
Vrles spoke of the greatness of the 
colonies of her country for lier peoi)le 
wcr(^ as eoloni'/.ers second only to .'I'lng- 
land. These colonies affard a Held for 
their ambitious young men as in the 
Dutch East -Indian colonies all the iloc- 
tors, engineers and lawyers come from 
Holland. 

The wnmcn of Holland do all tho 
dairy .^work, and to bo a goodi'Cheese- 
maker is a igtreat reoomhtgndation. But 
this is learned at hoine, not: in any 
school. Each girl does It. as her 
mother. 

There is nothing superflclai In Hoi- 
land. Tl)e, furniture is ■centuries old. 
Mistresses j ksep ' a good eye on their 
excellent servants. Tho women In Hoi- 
land do not wait on their husbands as 
Is the case In eome other countries. 

Yea, thoy were delighted when 
Quoen Wllholmina had a son. .The 
■crown would ha\'e pagsL'd away from 
the House of Orange It she had died 
without an heir. 

There are great modern painters in 
Holland as well as wonderful old mas- 
ters. Among tbes.-i wa.i Xoulings, who 
lived in the United .States. Tliere had 
been ,a great revival of (literature with, 
in -the past liftecn- years. Miss- Do 



Vries' work is In homes for children. 
For this she was trained in tho Bar- 
nardo liomes. Lllco all the others this 
delegate was Impressed with Canada, 
but is not envious even of its largnesa 
for she loves iier quaint little home 
land. 

Marchesa del Mohie 

'Tho JIarchesa llourbon del Monte Is 
through her husband connected with 
tho exiled royal famll.v. She comes 
from beautiful Elorenco. Italy, sho 
says, is slow to take mp now Ideas and 
women ha.ve little share In tho conduct 
of public affairs. This she thinks un- 
fortunate. There iiro great <!haritles 
which have,. been .iljequeatheji. or given 
by wealthy people.'for,;ln(r.'ibene(lt of the 
poor. These are administered by pub- 
lic boards of which all the members 
aro men. In tho old days When the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany ruled women 
shared in this work. There has been 
groat improvement In the trade and 
Industry of Florence -tn .late and tho 
people aro Tjelng taught to bo more 
provident by Insurance and other 
plans. Speaking of omigralion the 
baroness siild that tho people of north- 
ern Ital.v very often return home after 
thoy have earned money In foreign 
countries iind are ablo to live comfort- 
ably. Tho people of tho south leave 
In greater numbers and tho govern- 
ment does its best to ^>revent undesir- 
able iieoplo from leaving borne and 
jirovidcs all wllii food on their passage 
out. In tills resiiect It Is jierhaps too 
generous. The' baroness carried a bou- 
(juet of beautiful crimson roses which 
reminded her of Florence. 

Canada was a land of splendid re- 
sources but it needed more men for 
its development. Tliere was ,t, danger 
of being wasteful and we should take 
caro of our grand forests.

Ber- 
tha Are, Jlarlc Colaert, Juliette 
Wytsman and Lolse Dansc (engraver), 
wore, the most. Tho art galleries of 
BrusHels, Antwerp and Bruges aro fa- 
mous tho world over. Women will 
not soon got votes here this lady 
thlnlcs, but good laws as being made.

IMiss llniisen is a Norwegian lady 
who thinks Canadian women siioulil 
get pien. .to. .work with thom. She 
does not believe 'in' ...receptions where 
only women .are presehtf thatvis not 
the Not'wegl&n way. Men and' women 
work together and enjoy themsoh 
togetlK.-r when their work is over.

York city, U. S. A., is president of the 
National Christian league for tho 
promotion of purity and has bi^en 
for 20 years. Among her fellow work- 
er.s are Bi_shop JJoano and Frank 
Morse.

It is in no sense 
jpolltlbal or^aeotarifin. , Undqubtedly It 
lis an excceaingly potent factor for 
good along- all tin; linow In which it 
.directs its Inlluoncc. 

Our visitors have had an opportun- 
ity of .seelhe'-Canada*" frotn'- the At- 
lantic ' to ' the' Pacific. ■ and ' they have 
doubtless been told that the area tra- 
versed by them has only been, as it 
were, a ribbon stretched across the 
Continent. There is a great Canada 
south of the lino which their journey 
:has follo\'ed, and a; vastly , greater 
^Canada to the north of It. From 
where they breakfast this morning to 
tho northennnost point In the contin- 
ental area of tho Dominion Is nearly 
two thousand naUesrf^'Acr'ossl this vast 
extent tho advancoTof aetfioment and 
development has been in ilio nature of 
leaps, which left vast intervening 
spaces untouched. Tho history of new 
countries shows tlic unwiHdom of in- 
terring the unltnown too much from 
the known; but we may say that there 
Is 5;ef to ij'o \W-p'art' 'of-"'ttf^^^ 
opened hy enterprise, that has not re- 
paid those who were instrumental In 
doing so. Perhaps notliing will give 
a beUer .IdejB of :thoj;\/'4.i3tneas' of the 
.West that' awaits- development than to 
say that, if wc take the distance from 
this city to Fort William as a radius 
and de.'crlbe a quarter of a circle to 
the north there -vvill be embraced 
within It tlie province of British Co- 
lumbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, and part of the province of 
Ontario, and the Territories of Yukon 
and Mackenzie and part of Keowatin, 
and that nearly all of the vast domain 
therein comprised la of ■ . some value 
agriculturally, and "otherwise, and 
most of it oC very great value. Within 
tlie circlo there would be a snuill jjart 
of Hudson Bay, but outside of it would 
be the greater part ot what are called 
the Barren Lands. If we draw a 
quarter circle to the south we will 
find that it embraces jnirts of A\'l.s- 
consln, Iowa Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Tcx.is, and all of Jlinno.sota, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, New 
lilexico, Idaho',' Utah, Arizona, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Nevada, California 
and tho northwestern liart of '.Mexico. 
It would not be wise to weary read- 
ers ^ylth a mass of statistics shoTtring 
the relative value of tlie two regions, 
for tlio fact Just mentioned shows 
liow ciiiirmous is tlie territory we.st 
of the Great Ln.kes, %ylilch tho people 
of Canada ha:yo> t(0 develop . aa best 
they can. 

It goes without saying that in so 
•great a country, in one where there 
is so iiiiicli jjloiiror work to be done, 
where the fouml.-it.'ons of a new so- 
ciety are being laid, where old prob- 
lems must, be worked out under new 
conditions,' there Is a 'great work for 
Vvomen. We Iiave in tills unoccupied 
land all the appllanc(!!i and advan- 
tage's of the most advanced civiliza- 
tion,, and none of tbo' drawbacks in- 
cidental to tho crowded centres of 
pojiulatlon. We are ]iionoers It Is 
true, l)ut we are pioneers who de- 
mand hot and cold water laid on, elec- 
tric liglit and motor cars. There novor 
has-been just such a problem of de- 
velopment as the Canadian West pre- 
sents. ' Tho-proneers of BaSttern Can- 
ada expected privations and suffered 
them; the pioneors of most of the 
We.'^tern States had hai'dships only 
less than those which attended the 
footsteps of the people who first set- 
tled New Kngland. In Western Can- 
ada .tluv pioneer takes with him not 
only all modern appliances, but set- 
tled political conditions, under which 
law Is administered with a firmness 
and impartiality exceeded nowhere on 
the globe. Tlie Canadian West Is a 
countr.v v.'liere there Is hardly such a 
thing as jiDverty, as it is imdenitood 
in okle;.- lands, but every opportunity 
for amassing wealth. Its conditions 
are unique. " "' ■ ■' " 

No one amy claim to be wise en- 
ougli tu roresci' how the problems 
prese.iled by sucli a country ^'111 bo 



worked out; but wo can all feel very 
sure that their solution will bo sat!;i- 
factory, if there is brought to bear 
upon - It .;tho altruistic, spirit, which 
animates' the Women's Councils. ' Our 
visitors will see that the women of 
the West have of necessity an outlook 
that Is somcwiiat dirforent from thoirs. 
Western women only Hno\y from hear- 
say of tho conditions,' which make tho 
social questions of Europe, and to 
some extent of Eastern America, so 
exceedingly dllHcult. . It has been said 
that alI"^,questionpi polftlcal .or social, 
solve themsblvos ' In a" land where op- 
portunities are Hniilless, and while wc 
are not ao optlml.stlc as to believe 
this, wo may truthfully say that the 
existence.: of,', suqhj; ppportunlti-?s gives 
rise to questions In a certain degree 
dlft'orent from those that arise in older 
lands, and .certainly suggest that their 
full, utilization might give relief to 
'the : congested centres of the ' Old 
Wb.rl.d. We do not propose that the 
West ought to bo.'pm^tef.-.a;. dumping 
ground for the crirnlnaf'Tand'.tHo In- 
competent, tor that is out of the ques- 
tion. It niiglit, luiwevor, ' lie made to 
afford a chance to tlipse for whom 
tliere seems vln thp^pid.vWo.rld;,to be 
no, ' other tiventie ' -'of ■ ^^^)rogr'es's - than 
those ^li.at lead downward. There are 
millioii.s in ICurojio wtioso constant and 
honest effort is to keoj) froni slipping 
baehwards, and the message 'vver-wrould 
send back by the European' dele'sates 
is that. If the wealthy classes of the 
crowded countries would employ a 
part of their resources In sending to 
Canada people who are fit to become 
colonists in a land where hard work 
is the only sure iiasspert to success, 
they would in some measure relieve 
.tile distress, wiiich is such a burden 
to more than one state. But we would 
also Impress upon them that this new 
land is no place for the Jaggard, the 
ne'er-do-weli; -'or' the man who ex- 
pects to' bo helped at every turn, and 
It will not tolerate tlio criminal 
classes. The people of the West are 
absolutely opposed to st^te assisted 
immigration, but a carefully framed" 
plan whereby desirable emigrants 
could be placed in homes and be help- 
ed over tho first few years by private 
benevolence wo^uld: unquestionably pro-; 
duce good results. ^ .'.^ ■ 

IMMIGRAtlO'N. 

From a little pamphlet issued hy the 
suptTlnteiulent of immigration, wo 
learn tiuit sinco and Including 1S97, tho 
nuniber o£ immigrants ienterlng Canada 
wa's l-li866,631. Th'e largest number 
came in the fiscal year 1007-OS, and 
was 262,489. Last year the number was 
146,908, which was larger than any 
year, previous, except that first . named 
and' 1905-6, -when 180,064 persons en- 
tered tho country as immigrants. Of 
the total immigration during the twelve 
and a half years Included. In tho re- 
turns, B.4difi21.!'werB''^rbm United 
Kingdom, and 415,570 ■were' from tin; 
TTnited States, leaving -109, 'MO from 
other countries. "W'lille these figures 
show an excess of immigrants from tho 
British Isles ovej those fronjVelther of 
the other sources, tho preponderance 
is not as great as could be wished, and 
the returns seem to indicate that 
British immigration may in future take 
a second place. In jtho year 1907-08 
there were 120,182 ' Immigrants from 
t^a T;:;itoa Kingdom, 58,312 from the 
United States, and .S3, 175 from Conti- 
nental Europe. In 1908-09 the figures 
were: E^pm,th,e United Kingdom, 
52,901; from" the United States, 59,832; 
and from Continental Europe, 34,175. 
A footnote to the returns says that 
43 per cent, of the immigrants from 
tho united Stages made iiomestead en- 
tries, and brought with them to tlie 
country $52,000,000 in cash and settlers' 
effects. Very significant '"is'"tho 'fact 
that sinco 1S!I7, l-l.MS immigrants from 
the United Kingdom have taken up 
iiomosteada, wliereas 72,S25 Immi- 
grants from the United States have 
done so. and 46,619 from Continental 
Europe. It is 'iiol pleasant to Icar'n 
that settlors from ttu; United Kingdom 
come third on such a list as this. Of 
the homesteaders from the British 
Isles 33.471 were from England, 8,773 
from Scotland, ;tnd 3,254 from Ireland. 
"While the total immigration into tlu; 
country is satisfactory in point of 
numbers, we could wish that a larger 
proportion were made up of people from 
the Mother Country. Why it Is not 
seems to be a fit subject for inquiry. 

OPENING THE DOOR. 

The Dominion government has pass- 
ed an ordor In council relating to 
liiinese immigration, which seems 
iilicly to lead to a largo innux of people 
from China into (.'anaila without tho 
payment ot any liead ta.x. On the faco 
of tlie new regulations ihoy seem to 
broaden the exemptions very materi- 
ally. Tho definitions of tho term "stu- 
dent" seem wide enough to admit a'- 
most any one. A student, who comes 
hero to study anything calling^fpr a- 
spoclal training, technical or otherwige,' 
i= exempt. A person who comes hero 
and goes. to a "recognized" school for 
two and a half years, has his head tax 
refunded. Some Ingenuity will bo 
necessary to prevent such provleions 
from being greatly [-.bused. All th<! 
provisions In respect to students are 
capable of v.ide construction; but even 
taking them in their niost - rpBtrlcted 
meanlnsr, they make It possible for 
many Cliineae to si^cun.^ a fooling in 
tlie c-ountry. Indeed, one may .say that 
the new regulations open the way v,ido 
for the free ndmIs.slon of Chinese In- 
tending to remain In tho country and 
engage in almost any occupation. Tlio 
enlargement of the time within whicli 
a Clilnaman, wiio has a rlgl,t to return 
to this country, may return, from a year 
to eighteen months, provided ho pro- 
ducer proof that he was unable to come 
back sooner because of ill-health, Is

.Mrs. Bobson has been one of the 
moving spirits in the Commonwealth 
Council of Women movement ever 
since its inception. To her executive 
ability and readiness to work is due 
much of its success. And although 
the years are beginning to weigh 
heavily upon her, she Is yet eagerly 
evolving schemes for the broadening 
of woman's work in the great tract of 
territory , which -lies beneath, the ^ovth~ 
ern Cross.', If she is ti?e type ,'ot Ays-, 
ti-alian womanhood, there Is, h'o"fear for' 
the future of that portion of the Brit- 
ish Empire. > 

To a Colonist ropresentativo, Jlr.s. 
Dobson gave some interesting details 
of woman's- work In Australasia. In 
Tasmania, she said, in connection with 
the woman's council, there are educa- 
tion bureaus for the training of chil- 
dren. She believed that a similar in- 
stitution existed in Denmark. Its ob- 
ject wns to train the children, both in 
education and employment. In her 
opinion these methods should bo adopt- 
ed in every country, so that children 
emigrating from one country to an- 
other might find corresponding infiu- 
oncoK at work which would assist tliem 
in obtaining worlt away from home. 

Upon the subject of -woman suffrage 
Mrs. Dobson entertains engaging views. 
She pointed out that -women had the 
vote not o:^ly In the federal parlia- 
ment of Austfalia but also in the dif- 
ferent state legislatures.
